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THE LATEST HORRIBLE ASSAS- 
SINATIONS. 

A J. P. and His Servant Shot Bead. 

NTew York, July 2. — A cable special to 
l.hc Herald from London says: About 11: 
,'!0 o'clock Thursday morning Mr. Bltiko, 
J nat ice of the Pence iimf agent to the 
Marquis of Clanricardo, was driving with 
hia servant, Toddy Koane, from his resi- 
dence at Rnthville, Kiltulla, to Longhrcn, 
Ireland, when they were fired at by a 
paiiy of men concealed inside, a hedt;o 
and riddled with bullets. Both were in- 
stantly killed. The bodies wore, subse- 
quently found by peasants^ There have 
boon unarrests yet, Bbtko, wlp> had been 
.several times threatened, was ovorsoyonty 
years of ago. Recently lie married a rela- 
tive of Lord Oianriciirdo. When murdor- 
ed ho was going to attend a meeting of' 
landlords and graziers to counteract tho 
recent united action of the herders in tho 
district. Lord Clanricardo recently .re- 
ceived ndtico from his tenants that they 
would pay rents if certain abatements 
which thoy demanded were allowed. 
Hia Lordship replied, refusing any dicta- 
tion and stating that he would enforce 
his rights. Since then legal proceedings 
hitvo been, taken. Blake had received 
several threatening letters, and at tho 
quarter sessions, a few days ago, he ob- 
tained an ejectment decree against souio 
lenantp. The assassination took place on 
the public road, two miles from Lough- 
rea. The police and soldiers have scour- 
ed the country for the assassins. 

In si station 'near Belfast, Friday, John 
McCausliind, a merchant who owns land, 
and his servant , were attacked by a man 
named McOullagh with it reaping-hook. 
McCausland, who is sovonly years old, 
has died from his wounds, and his ser- 
vant's life is despaired of. McCullagh 
lins been arrested. 

Roots for Stool:. 

The question is so often asked why 
Western farmers grow so few roots for 
feeding stock ! It is generally answered 
that the same value of feed can bo given 
more cheaply in corn. From several 
years' experience in raising sugar beets 
and mangel wurzel for milch cows, 1 am 
fully satisiicd that there is no other feed 
known to me costing so little. 

Preparation nf tho soil is begun the 
the year previous plant to potatoes, cul- 
tivate until uighl inches high, mulch 
heavily, with coarse manure. Karly in 
May plow tleep and harrow thoroughly; 
soak tho seed; so soon as thoy begin to 
show signs of gorniinating; in shallow 
furrows, two feet apart, opened by a one- 
horse mould-board plow, covering with a 
furrow, hi about, a week level the sur- 
face with a harrow, teeth up. A hand 
cultivator with rake, is passed along each 
side of lows, followed in a few days with 
cultivator teeth. Soon a one-horse har- 
row is used, followed by an iron bar coul- 
ter. Cultivation is kept up about once a. 
week through the season. Thinning is 
mostly done with a hoc, leaving plants 
tiotit. a foot apart . 

Cons are fed till they will cat twice a day 
from October to May. Butter has a 
much better color, more of it, and cows 
kept in so lunch better order that a buyer 
of beef cattle, in pasture a few weeks 
since, called to enquire if we would sell 
"that fat cow," pointing to a new milch 
ono whose sole feed since October has 
been beets and hay, with stabling in 
storms, and evergreen shelter from winds. 

Mistakon for a British Spy 

NTk.w York, Juno 'J7. Mr. John 
Worthington, a druggist at No. l'JO Ful- 
ton-street, Brooklyn, received an anony- 
mous letter recently threatening his life. 
The letter is decorated on the top of the 
page with a rough cut of a skull and 
cross-bones, and underneath are the 
words, "Death tn spies for England. 
Remember the fate of Cavendish and 
Burke." Ah he is a respected citizen, 
and belongs to no secret society, ho is at 
a loss to understand what the message 
means. The only eitliso he can assign is 
that some person may have scon letters 
bearing Canadian postage stamps and 
having printed on tho front "0. H. M. 
S."— on Her Majesty's service — coming 
to his store regularly twice a year, and 
that they have formed an impression that 
these letters contain Government instruc- 
tions. Mr. Worthington has large in- 
vestments in Canadian bonds, and these 
letters, instead of bringing orders against 
tho peace of Irish citizens of Brooklyn, 
only bring him happiness in the shape of 
a semi-annual dividend.

Your ron- 
I s .ii.vble expectations have not been rea- 
1 lizod; comparatively little has been done 
upon thedock and work upon if has been 
suspended.

(living to the unsatisfactory condition 
of the duck and the rumors as In the 
extraordinary quantity of cement, re- 
ipiircd fur it I deemed it my duly to call 
for a committee of inquiry to examine 
into everything connected with it. The 
investigations nl' Ihe committee disclosed 
a state of things worse than expected. 
To recapitulate here the seriims mistakes 
made nr the evidence of business mis- 
management would require an address far 
beyond ordinary limits. I shall therefore 
take a more fitting opportunity to place 
you iu possession nf all the facts and to 
explain to you tho course 1 took in deal- 
ing with the dock, which I believe was in 
you interest and in that of the Province. 
The dock ought to have been built before 
this, and must bo pushed to completion 
as speedily as possible. 

THE ISLAND RAILWAY. 

The obligation of the Dominion to con- 
struct this railway is undoubted. It is a 
just cause of dissatisfaction that the Do- 
minion government have not yet placed 
this abort but important line nf railway 
under construction as agreed upon. 1 
am strongly of opinion that if Mr. 
Walkem when in Ottawa in 1880 had 
pressed with energy and ability the claims 
of tho Province upon tho Dominion gov- 
ernment thoy would have become con- 
vinced of the desirability of making ar- 
rangements to build the Island railway, 
and would have included it in tho con- 
tract shortly afterwards made with the 
syndicate.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

■ The members of the last legislature 
were united in the desire to take all pos- 
sible steps to stop the influx of Chinese 
into tho Province. 1 Whatever appeared 
practicable in the way of legislation was 
attempted, and when it became certain 
that the powers enjoyed. by,thc Australian 
colonics by the exorcise of which Chinese 
immigration had been there checked, were 
not possessed by this Province, but were 
monopolized hy the Dominion at confed- 
eration, repeated efforts were made to 
impress the Dominion' government with 
the urgent nucd of similar legislation to 
prevent British Columbia being overrun 
by Chinamen. 

Ono of the objects of Mr. Walkcnvii 
mission to Ottawa in January, 1880, was 
to stop Chinese immigration. ■ Mr'. 
Wclkem had a conversation with Sir 
John A. Macdonald on the tuibj.-cl, but 



no practical solution of the labor diffi- 
culty in connection with the railway waa 
suggested by him. As sufficient whito 
men for railway work wero not in the 
country it was evident that unless stepa 
were taken to induce white immigration 
that the Chinese would come. Tho'con- 
tractors could not reasonably bo expect- 
ed to bring immigrants; like all employ- 
er.", nf labor thoy take what thoy can get. 
.My opinion is thai the governmenl should 
have devised a scheme for white immi- 
gration in conjunction with tho Domin- 
inn government, so as io have loft no 
opening for Chinese companies to import 
as a commercial speculation nine thou- 
sand Chinamen info British Columbia. 
Tho most forcible representations possible 
by the Provincial government , legislature 
and Dominion members to the Dominion 
government arc urgently necessary to in- 
duce legislation next session similar lo 
thai nf the Pniled States. 

DEFECTIVE LEGISLATION. 
Theexeessiio number ol defective Acts passed by 
th. Lcirialatiirc ..f llritlsh Columbia, us compared 
mill that of any other province in the Dominion, has 
provoked unfavorable comment. .Much slovenly le- 
gislation is to he attributed to the Government neif. 
lectin;,', sc^io,, utter se-sion, to have their bills 
.linn n ami ready lor the legislative when convened. 
Thiswusii Iml habit, as Acts of Parliament should 
not be lmrri' tlly framed. The} require careful, pre- 
paration; espremll) those intended to meet the pecu- 
liar circumstances of Ihe province, such, for Instance, 
ns those dealing with tho Chinese, l ata] defects hi 
two LIMb llireoliiijf the Chinese were pointed out to 
the Government by several members; but the major- 
ity unfortunately were misled into the temporary 
In li.-t thai Ihe Al lorney-f leneral's knowledge of law 
was a I. -tier guide than their own iinnsslstfil Judg- 
ments. 

THE FINANCES.

The good order that prevailed at all 
r ho political meetings held in this city 
prior to Wednesday hrnl been a subject 
of congratulation among citizens. Mr.

They howled 
and hissed and hooted at the speakers, 
and at one time it looked as if t hoy 
would carry everything before thorn. 
But their triumph waa shortlived. The 
clear! and concise r.tatistical and his- 
torical statements of Mr. Wilson ; the 
ublo and fiery address of Mr. Drake; 
and. the energetic and. aggressive 
speech of Mr. Theo, Davie, won upon 
the audience. The applause with which 
these speakers were received at first 
gradually quickened into a popular 
demonstration, of approbation. The 
cheers which lusty throats emitted 
might have been heard a mile, anil tho 
disturbers soon found to thoii cost that 
the. sentiment of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of those present was in opposi- 
tion to the existing stnte of affairs at 
dames Bay. The sympathy of the 
people was excited by the acts of these 
interlopers. Their own weapons were 
turned against them, and they were 
dragooned into an ignominious silence. 
The meeting was a brilliant Opposition 
victory. The speeches were among the 
most able ever delivered in this coun- 
try, and the solid truths that were 
spread before the public completely 
refuted the sophistical statements of 
ih' 1 premier on .Monday.

The lengthy telegraph despatches 
which we publish this morning re- 
garding tho bombardment of Alexan- 
dria and its results announce the be- 
ginning of the end as regards tho trou- 
ble with Egypt. The occasion is more- 
over of vital interest to great powers and 
small ones as shewing for the first time tho 
capabilities of the latest improvements in 
modern heavy ordinance and armored 
rthips. Fire was opened on tho morning 
of the 11th. The Egyptians fought 
xpendidly until their ports crumbled about 
thorn: but their elevation was bad and 
their want of shells was favorable for the 
rtritish. At fj p.m. Dervish Pasha came 
off with an offer to dismount tho guns of 
the forts, but tho Admiral told him lie 
was too late. On the 12th the bombard- 
ment was resuniod with what etToei was 
not known, <is no message came from 
shoro, and all that could be Been was a 
black pall of smuke hanging over the 
doomed city and the crumbled forts and 
the burning palace beneath it. The 
Porto's representative remonstrated with 
Karl Granville, but Dervish Pasha, who 
offered to dismount guns, soomed to think 
tho catastrophe was rather a good thing, as 
matters would now bo settled. The khu- 
divo with much pluck remained on shore. 
The casualties on ' board tho vessels were 
few, and the impression produced, in the 
diplomatic world is said to be very satis- 
factory.

Details of the Poisoning of Tour Chil- 
dren in Chicago hy Tnolr MotuCr . 

SIMPLE BUT T0TTGHX1T& LETTERS. 

THE HKVOTIOX or Tlie LOVING OFFSritlXO. 

A Philadelphia despatch says: Tho 
particulars of the poisoningof tho Seybold 
family by their mother, arc of a most re- 
volting character. The husband, Charles 
.Seybold, is a Bavarian, about 45 years 
old, and thirteen years ago he was mar- 
ried, his wife having been a servant in a 
family on Van Buren street. Children 
blest their union, the four who were thus 
early sent to the world hereafter .being 
Matilda, a very bright and intelligent 
girl, 12 years old; Antonia, 7 years old; 
Annie, 2i years old, and the baby, 3 
months old. How long the three young- 
est had been dead when the distracted fa- 
ther saw them is not known, but as the 
time approached for her husband's return 
from work the unfortunate mother gave 
her eldest child the draught of poison, 
and as she heard her husband's footsteps 
on the stairway, she took the dose she 
had reserved for herself. A moment la- 
tor she greeted her husband, and told 
him that she had poisoned the children 
and they wore dead. She would soon be 
with them, she said, as she led her horri- 
fied husband, who was loth to believe her, 
into the sleeping-room. His wife had 
met him clad in a gown of white, her hair 
tlying loosely over her shoulders and sur- 
rounded by a wreath of artificial dowers. 
In her hands she also had a bunch of 
flowers*. Her appearance alone alarmed 
Seybold, as it was undoubted ovidonce of 
her insanity. She pointed to a tub on 
the floor, hysterically saying: "I bathed 
them first and dressed them as yon see 
them there on the bed. I bought the 
flowers ami placed them as you see them. 
Are they not beautiful >' , The sight, 
terrible in the hush of death, was pitiful 
in the thoughts of the innocent slaughter 
ed. All four were in white, with their 
hands folded anil clasping artificial flow- 
ers, while white wreaths encircled their 
foreheads. The baby lay in the crib, its 
chubby hands beii>g held by a ribbon, 
and beside it lay Annie. The bey lay 
under the coverlets of ono bed, and on 
the other lay Matilda. As she pointed to 
the dead ones, tho mother, upon whom 
poison was already working its deadly 
end, threw herself on the bed with Matil- 
da. The father, struck dun b by what he 
saw, and appalled by the horror, recover- 
ed himself as his wife fell on tho bed, and 
ran frantically out of tho house seeking 
for help. When he returned Mrs. Soy- 
bold was in cramps, but she was still con- 
scious, and as Mr. Martin lifted her to 
the other bed, she begged her husband 
for forgiveness. "I am sorry," she cried, 
"but it is too late now. Forgive me, O, 
forgive me." 

Physicians were immediately summon- 
ed. A glance at the bodies showed that 
strychnine had been used, and a brief 
soarcli revealed the poison and the fact 
that it had boon purchased at Woibmoi- 
ster's drug store, corner of Twenty-second 
street and Archer avenue. In rummag- 
ing about tho letters printed below were 
discovered. They were all written by 
Tillie, and fell plainly the history of the 
night's dreadful work. The longest was 
found under Tillies pillow, and was pro- 
bably tho last she wrote, it reads as fol- 
lows: 

"The baby is dead. She didn't seem 
to suffer. Mother gave her tho medicine, 
and wo kissed her together. Tony didn't 
want to take his, but told him we must 
all go togother. Then Annie took it, and 
Tony asked for his, and they both laid 
down together. Mother is ready to give 
me mine, and I am ready. Papa will be 
out of his trouble soon, and so wo will all 
be. I inn ready. Good-bye. 

Tilly Sky - ." 

Another letter tor her father, and prob- 
ably writt'ii before the other, is as fol- 
lows: 

"Bear Papa,— Forgive us. We will have 
to part from you. .Mamma said it was the 
best that could be done. Wo are going 
into abetter land, whore we will all live 
in peace together. Farewell. 

Thy daughter, Matilda." 
"Dear Papa,- Buy Tony a flower and 
Anna ono also from this money. (Somo 
in a bos.) B is what I have saved. The 
knife in the box is yours." 

"Dearjf'apa, — Please lot me be buried de- 
cently in Wunder's burying-ground, so

while playing on tho street that even- 
ing, bade all her comrades good-bye, 
and said they would probably never 
meet in this world again. She spoke 
but . too truly. 

As the news got abroad, it spread 
like wildfire, the house was besieged by 
men, women and children from all di- 
rections, tho narrow street being fairly 
choked by tho people who wished to 
see the ghastly sight of a life-time. 
It was with tho greatest difficulty that 
the police kopt the crowds back, and 
clubs were necessarily used in the effort.

Tillie 
had already censed to exist, but her 
mother, who had hoped to sleep til! 
death, was in untold pain. Once she 
rallied, and as she see mod to under- 
stand her terrible work, she shrieked 
for an axe and begged them to kill her 
with it. and put her out of her suffer- 
ing. It was not long, however, until 
she was among the dead. Tho dead 
woman was a Swiss and about 35 years 
old.

Washington, July 11. — The situation 
in Egypt has attracted much attention at 
the capital to-day, especially at tho war 
and navy departments. Army and navy 
officers aro awaiting interesting results of 
tho bombardment. A scientific interest 
is felt in this contest, as it is believed 
that it will be instructive in determining 
the lighting value of tho latest pattern of 
ironclads, built with heavy ordnance. 
Tho British ship Invincible is supplied 
with tho now eighty-ton rifled gun. Tho 
represontativohere of tho largest ordnance 
manufactory in this country, as ho road 
the announcement that tho four forts had 
fallen, said: "No moro convincing proof 
is necessary of the groat value of hoavy 
ordnance. Fortifications cannot stand 
against them. The same British fleet 
that is off Alexandria to-day could batter 
down every fort that we have from Maino 
to Florida, and could sail directly under 
our guns and firo with impunity. That 
is the lesson of the Alexandria bombard- 
ment fur this country, and our govern- 
ment had better bo doing something 
about it, for, as A. B, Hewitt said very 
truthfully in tho house tho other day, it 
would take three years to build a single 
one nf these 80-ton guns."

BOMBARDMENT OF AL- 
EXANDRIA. 

THSJ OITT AND PORTS LAID IN 
RUINS. 

Stoppage of Traffic on tho Suoz 
Canal. 

Troops Preparing to Land. 

BRITISH CASUALTIES INSIGNIFICANT. 



New VoiiK.July 10.— i/mi/./.s Alex- 
andria; Seventeen more hoavy guns have 
been placed in position menacing the 
British ships, notwithstanding the threat 
of the admiral to open fire. 

Alexandria, July 10. — Notice of bom- 
bardment of Alexandria was given this 
morning by letter addressed to govern- 
ment by Admiral Seymour. Cartwright, 
acting British consul here, has written 
Ragnob Pasha, president of the Egyptian 
ministry, announcing suspension of rela- 
tions with the Egyptian government, and 
another letter to Dervish Pasha, Turkish 
commander, declaring he will bo held 
responsible for the safety of the Khedive. 

Alexandria, July 11, — It is believed 
the governor of 'Alexandria has proposed 
a compromise, but Admiral Seymour will 
not accept any terms short of complete 
surrender of forts. 

Alexanpma, July 10. --The question 
of peace or war is now out of the hands 
of the British Admiral, and is vested 
solely in Arabi Bey and his followers. 
An ultimatum was sent this morning 
early. Admiral Seymour demanded the 
surrender of all forts at tho mouth of tho 
harbor. Should the demand not be com- 
plied with fire will be opened up to-mor- 
row morning early. Early this morning 
tho remaining British subjects embarked, 
and, save a few Italians and Greeks, the 
European portion of tho population of 
Alexandria has deserted the town. Those 
who remain are simply shopkeepers, who 
prefer any risk rather than abandon their 
property to tho reign of the mob. Tho} 1 
havo barricaded their houses and will 
resist any attempt on the part of tho mob 
to break in during tho bombardment. 
Tho Invincible is anchored opposite the 
Mex Fort in the outer harbor, and the 
Monarch close by.' In the fort and on 
the adjoining works are seven heavy 
rilled guns, frowning on tho tleet. All is 
ready for action. The guns arc already 
I loaded and turned on tho forts, in 
' readiness for instant work. On shore a 
I veritable panic was excited by the alarm- 
j iiig exit of the morchants and foreign war 
I vessels from the harbor, and by the move- 
ments oT our own men-of-war. Great 
! numbers of natives are leaving town. 
The Khedive declined the invitation of 
British consul general to embark on the 
English ships, saying that ho could not 
atl'ord to give his enemies an opportunity 
of saying that he deserted his post at the 
approach of a foreign foe. The news that 
reaches us from shore is to the offect that 
the military say that after defending tho 
forts to the last they will retire to the in- 
terior, where preparations for further 
resistance are completed. On the Invin- 
cible everything is ready for action. The 
water-tight compartments am closed. The 
topmasts are struck. Sand bags are piled 
on the upper battery deck to protect the 
men working the galling guns and the 
riflemen posted there. We shall probably 
engage the forts at close quarters. A3 1 
write, at 2 o'clock, tho American squad- 
ron is steaming past. Several salutes aro 
being exchanged and our bands aro play- 
ing '• Hail Columbia," and thoirs "God 
save tho Queen." 

Tho Austrian and German war steamers 
appear to bo at last, getting ready to move 
outside. At 11 o'clock the Invincible, 
Monarch and Penelopo moved out and 
anchored outside the harbor. 

Tho scono was impressive to a high 
degree. Slowly all tho foreign ships 
movod from their berths and steamed out 
of tho harbor. The merchant steamers 
presontcd no regular order, but tho war 
ships of the various nations steamed out 
in squadrons, saluting as they passed tho 
admiral's flag, while the bands played 
national airs. Scarce a breath of air was 
blowing and tho various ensigns drooped 
against the masts. The bright eastern 
sky overhead, the deep blue sea, the white 
clothed crows clustering on the rigging, 
and tho knowledge of the change that 
would soon take place rendered tho state- 
ly procession of war ships o.vtromely im- 
pressive. Tho merchant ships wero 
crowded with refugees, those who had held 
on to the last in hopes that matters would 
not come to the extremity. 

Atl o'clock a steam launch towing a 
large boat full of Egyptian officials was 
soon approaching the ijag sj)ip. |t con- 
tained Raghob Pasha and tho other mom- 
bors of tho past and present ministry. 
They were received by the admiral and 
the Hon. Mr. Lamban, (lag lieutenant, 
and a guard of marines, tho band playing 
and a general saluto being fired, aa thoy 
came as a deputation from the rulers of 
Egypt. It at once appoared that they 
had not received the admiral's letter and 
had come off to inquire the reason of the 
hostile preparations. The interview was 
conducted with great courtesy on both 
sides, but tho Egyptian officials looked 
blank indpod upon tho admiral informing 
them that he had sent a demand that the 
forts commanding the harbor be imiriedi- 
ately dismantled. Tho members of the 
deputation talked somewhat oxcitudly 
among themselves in Turkish, discussing 
apparently what Arabi would say to the 
demand. Thoy inquired who would bo 
deputed to dismantle tho forts. While 
this, conversation was going on tho ad- 
miral's letter, which had followed thorn 
from tho khedive's yacht, Marliousaa, 
was brought on. board and handed to 
thorn. Thoy then returned on shore to 
consider tho matter at n council of minis- 
tors, and will reply before 5 o'clock this 
morning. 

Appearances on shore indicate a, deter- 
mination, to fight. Bodies of troops can 
bo seen moving about. While tho direc- 
tor of customs was coming on board the 
Tunjore ho was stopped by a guard of 
Boldicrs, who took him and tho cash cheat 
which was being carried with him before 
Arabi Pasha, iho latter demanded that 
the money should be handed to him. The 
director of customs refused to do this, 
.where upon Arabi took, poaaossioii, saying 
that it was time tho director was sent on 
board under an escort. In several in- 
stances men had-great difficulty in getting 
away.
